According to the Patent 
Office, The added material not supported by the original disclosure is the 
recitation in claims 1,21 and 42 that "the microbeads have a change in b* value 
that falls within the claimed range." Applicants' note that only claim 42 was 
amended in the filing of May 26, 2004, and that such language was already
